Senator Dill, Democrat, of Wash- 
ington, opened the bitter Senate 
debate this afternoon with the dec- 
laration that he would be an un- 
fit Senator if he voted for. a pro- 
hibition referendum now after his 
state “had very Plainly voted 
against’ liquor every opportunity 
it has had.” 

“Only eight or ten states would 
vote wet," he said. “There® is no 
need for United States Senators to 
bend to every fleeting popular 
fancy.” 

“Let them vote as they will,” re- 
torted Senator Edge. “If they vote 
dry, then I will cease immediately.

LESSON IN HOME DRESSMAKING 


cA Smart One-Piece Dress with Tucks at the Shoulders 
and the Correc. Flares Below the Hips 


HE ‘one-piece frock is prominently featured ‘among the latest } 

styles, and the model pictured is.a type that will no doubt be 

very much worn. , It. is. tucked at the shoulders, the slashed 
fronts being underfaced and turned back to form revers. The 
collar is cut in one with the tie-strings that are slipped: under the revers 
and tied in front. For the fulness godets are 
inserted in. the sides of the dress. Medium 
size requires 3. yards of material 40 inches 
wide, but the collar and tie-string inust be 
made of ribbon, of which 23¢’yards will be. 
needed. : 


When cutting the dress, place the pattern on 


guide, marking each notch and perforation 
exactly. Do not cut notches in the material, 
but rather mark them with chalk. 


Now, take the dress and slash down through 
the center-front fold as far as the upper per-, 
foration. Close seam at center-front of facing 
and arrange on front of dress. Take up %%- 
inch seams at upper edges of opening and 
graduate to a point at lower edge: Turn 
underfacing underneath, and after shoulder 
seam has been closed, baste and press to posi- 
tion. The dress may either be closed to the 
neck or rolled to form revers. Form back- 
ward turning plaits in front and stitch 4 inch 
from folded edges. 


Close underarm seam of'dress, leaving edges 
free below the medium perforation in back. 
Sew godet to side edges of front and back and 
close shoulder seams. ‘Stretch the front 
shoulder edge to fit the back. Add collar, 
matching notches and seams carefully. Pie 
: cloge sleeve seam, turning away % inch at 
One-Piece Dress Smastly lower etigés of slash in long sleeve.
